They 
have  no  .eet^jeterits ;  no  tombstones 
mark  and  horwfr  their. last  resting  places 
on  earfli.  Tt!pse  who  own  private  gar¬ 
dens  burry  thc  ^  ilead  and  those  of  their 
friends  therein.  Those  who  have  no 
gardens  or  plqfoof  ground  lay  the  bodies 
of  the  dead  in*ough  boxes  on  the  sur¬ 
face  of  open  rt«Jds.
